This letter is in response to a letter received by the Mediacom Communications PAC
(“Mediacom PAC”) from the Federal Election Commission dated October 9, 2014. In the
letter, the FEC had identified an excessive contribution by the Mediacom PAC and a
contribution made after the election date.

The purpose of this letter is to inform the FEC that the excessive contribution was the result
incorrectly coding a $5,000 contribution made on 7/15/11 to Friends of John Thune to the 2016
general election. The contribution should have been coded to the 2016 primary election. The
2011 October Quarterly Report of the Mediacorn PAC was amended on 10/23/14 to reflect the
correct coding of the 7/11/14 contribution to Friends of John Thune.

The contribution made after the election date was the result of incorrectly coding a $1,500
contribution to Braley for JTowa made on 6/12/14 to the 2014 primary election. The
contribution should have been coded to the 2014 general election. The 2014 July Quarterly
Report of the Mediacom PAC was amended on 10/23/14 to reflect the correct election for the
$1,500 contribution made to Braley for lowa on 6/12/14.
